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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant simply makes allegations that certain 
limitations are not meet by the references. The examiner clearly mapped the claim limitations to the elements that met these limitations in 
the references. Applicant argued to state that " does not teach propagating a first message to or form a synchronization queue associated 
with a software module while a second message is propagated between the software modules". AIX ( Stream Synchronization) teaches a 
multi-threaded environment, several threads may access the same stream, the same module, or even the same queue at the same time( 
page 1, In 3-6/ page 2, In 6-27). The first message and second message access to the same module at the same time, queue since the 
synchronization queue is belonged to one of the two software module or belonged to the first software module. 

Applicant argued to state " AXI does not teach ensuring data consistency when two different threads access data". The data 
consistency was not recited in the claim limitation. Thus, The argument is not persuasive.. 
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
